Tose people who dislike the American Trusts and 
Combines will probably be interested to learn that, to 
some extent, the United Kingdom was the birthplace of 
combines. The great railway systems that traverse 
England are not the product of single schemes, but of 
many schemes amalgamated, 

For instance, about sixty years ago, three railwa:; 
the London to Birmingham, the Manchester to Bir- 
mingham, and the Grand Sunction—were combined, 
and became known as the London and North-Western 
Company. That was in 1846, but since then they have 
absorbed no fewer than fifty of their weaker neighbours. 

Similarly the Great Northern Company has been 
formed out of twenty small railways, the actual 
founders being the Direct Northern and the London to 
York companies. Subsequent absorptions include the 
names of the Leeds, Bradford, ard Halifax line, the 
Spilsby and Firsby, and many other railway ghosts 

whose names are nover heard ys. 

The Great Western Railway comes in an easy winner 
at swallowing little railways, their number being about 
eighty. cegin 'e others, they have taken in what was 
at one time called the South Devon Company. This 
line, which was born in 1844, eked out a precarious 
existence by cannibalism until 1878, when Nemesis 
came along in the shape of the G.W.R., and swallowed 
the swallower.

Tho nests of many birds would be uttorly ruined if 
its tenants were away during a storm, and so, warned 
by instinct, they never fail to regurn home in time. 

When a storm is approaching the robins will sit 
whistling on the top branches of trees; if swallows 
touch the water as they fly it is a sure of rain, 
and so it is if the sparrows chirp a great deal. 

When — fly out to sea early in the morning 
the day will be fine and the wind moderate, but when 
the gulls hang over the land and fly inshore the fisher 
folk know that they must expect severe winds and 
probably stormy weather. 

Fish, too, are very weatherwise. Cod will actually 
take in ballast before a storm. Some while ago a 
number of cod were caught off the shores of Newfound- 
land twelve hours before a severe gale, and it was 
found that all of them had swallowed a number of 
stones, some of which weighed three or four ounces. 

Sea urchins always try to wriggle under the mud, or 
at least to cover themselves with sand, before a storm ; 
while dolphins never sport or toss about in a rough sea 
until a change for the better is at hand. All sailors 
know that a tempest is impénding when numbers of 
the stormy petrel flock in the wake of the vessel.

Whon a lady 
takes her leave, rise also, and hold open the door for 
her a3 she leaves the room. You would not, of course, 

ut yourself forward if a gentleman belonging to the 
house were present, unless you were nearer the door 
than ho.

“cheque will oblige,” or anything else in such gross 
bad taste, the penny will be charged. Again, in sen4- 
ing “at home ” cards, or Christmas or birthday ones, 
you may add in writing “formulas of a courtesy or 
conventional character in current use,” such as “ at 
home,” “ P.P.C.,” or “change of address,” provided 
tho words do not excced five in number. Thus, you 
may write “with thanks for kind inquiries,” but if 
you write “with many thanks for kind inquiries,” 
the receiver will have io pay a penny, which is rather 
more than the extra thanks are worth,
